MEDICAL  DIRECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1934 


During  the  last  year  the  Sanatorium  has  not  been 
filled  to  capacity  at  any  time  although  frequently  there 
were  not  more  than  one  or  two  beds  vacant  in  the 
upper  corridors. 

The  reason  for  this  condition  of  vacant  beds  may 
well  be  two-fold.  The  depression  has  certainly  kept 
away  some  patients  who  might  otherwise  have  found 
it  possible  to  haAre  sanatorium  care,  and  a  number  of 
cases  went  home  sooner  than  was  desirable  because 
they  could  not  finance  a  longer  residence.  With  pa¬ 
tients  waiting  to  gain  entrance  to  the  county  sana¬ 
toria — at  times  for  several  months — it  seems  a  pity 
that  we  should  not  keep  our  rooms  filled  at  all  times. 

However,  even  though  we  have  had  a  few  vacant 
beds,  it  does  not  imply  that  the  Sanatorium  has  not 
been  reasonably  well  filled  throughout  the  year  and 
demonstrated  its  worth  and  the  farsightedness  of  Dr. 
Bowditch,  its  founder.  Forty-four  cases,  counting 
both  departments  of  the  institution,  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  this  year.  A  fair  proportion  of  them  have 
gone  back  to  take  up  at  least  part  of  their  duties  of 
life  and  others  will  continue  to  improve  at  home  by 
using  the  knowledge  of  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
gained  at  the  Sanatorium. 

It  should  be  said,  perhaps,  that  the  type  of  patient 
receiving  treatment  in  recent  years  is  somewhat  dif- 
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ferent  from  the  type  of  patient  that  used  to  be  at  the 
Sanatorium.  It  is  unusual  in  these  days  to  have  a 
strictly  incipient  case  come  to  us,  although  it  should 
be  said  that  some  cases  might  be  considered  incipient 
if  the  modern  use  of  the  X-ray  had  not  been  available. 
By  the  use  of  the  X-ray,  cases  of  tuberculosis  have 
been  discovered  at  a  very  early  stage.  It  is  true,  how¬ 
ever,  that  we  deliberately  take  patients  nowadays  who 
have  fairly  advanced  lesions  because,  with  the  surgical 
procedures  that  we  may  employ,  such  patients  fre¬ 
quently  can  be  brought  back  to  comparative  health, 
and  so  we  find  that  more  than  half  of  those  now  in  the 
women’s  department  are  having  or  have  had  some 
form  of  collapse  therapy  of  the  lung  and  several  others 
who  have  recently  entered  will  have  some  such  treat¬ 
ment  before  long. 

There  has  been  no  especial  change  in  the  buildings 
or  equipment  in  the  last  year  and  no  extensive  repairs 
seem  necessary  at  this  time.  The  property  is  well  kept 
up  and  looks  well,  considering  its  years  of  service. 
Miss  Isabel  De  Courcy  Porter  has  continued  to  beautify 
the  grounds  and  this  fall  a  large  planting  has  been 
made  of  shrubs  and  trees  that  should  add  a  great  deal 
to  the  beauty  of  the  place. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  we  had  three  delightful 
entertainments  of  music  by  the  E.  R.  A.  bands  and 
orchestras.  These  concerts  were  arranged  by  the  hus¬ 
band  of  a  former  patient  and  were  enjoyed  by  those 
who  were  confined  to  bed  as  well  as  those  who  could 
be  up  and  about.

The  occupations  of  the  patients  before  coming  to 
the  Sanatorium  were  as  follows:  students,  3;  home¬ 
makers,  6 ;  advertising  copy  writer,  1 ;  stenographers, 
2 ;  nurses,  2 ;  statistical  clerk,  1 ;  office  manager,  1 ; 
housemaids,  3 ;  medical  secretary,  1 ;  schoolteachers,  2 ; 
dental  assistants,  2;  office  clerks,  3;  bank  clerk,  1  ; 
salesgirl,  1. 
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Of  the  thirteen  children  discharged  from  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Pavilion  during  the  year  one  had  bronchitis 
and  the  others  had  definite  X-ray  evidence  of  hilum 
tuberculosis.  Nine  of  the  children  had  had  intimate 
contact  with  open  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  the  ma- 
joritv  of  them  were  underweight  and  of  rather  sickly 
appearance. 

The  average  age  of  the  children  was  8.2  years.  The 
average  gain  in  weight  was  18  pounds.  The  greatest 
gain  was  44  pounds.  The  average  stay  was  13  months 
and  the  longest  stay  was  59  months. 

No  cases  are  admitted  to  the  children’s  department 
that  show  any  signs  of  open  tuberculosis,  hence  there 
is  no  danger  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  among  the 
children.  Furthermore,  the  Pavilion  is  so  far  removed 
from  the  main  Sanatorium,  where  the  adult  cases  are 
housed,  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  one  department 
interfering  in  any  way  with  the  other.

Do  Our  Patients  Resume  Ordinary  Life? 


THIRTY-ONE  YEARS  AFTER 

In  1903  a  very  ill  young  girl  was  admitted  to  Sharon 
Sanatorium.  In  1920.  17  years  later,  the  following 
facts  in  regard  to  her  were  recorded  at  the  Sanatorium 
by  Dr.  Griffin.  “This  case  taught  us  never  to  be  dis¬ 
couraged  as  to  the  outcome.  A  young  girl  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Sanatorium  seventeen  years  ago.  Her 
mother  had  died  of  lung  trouble,  her  father  had  it  and 
afterwards  died  of  it,  and  she  herself  was  very  sick ; 
in  fact,  there  was  one  time  when  we  all  were  exceed¬ 
ingly  fearful  that  the  grim  reaper  might  claim  her  any 
day.  You  can  well  imagine  how  pleased  we  were  at 
the  first  glimmer  of  returning  strength.  The  fight  was 
long,  and  as  the  patient  became  better,  particularly 
hard,  inasmuch  as  she  shared  the  youthful  enthusiasms 
of  any  girl  of  twenty  and  wished  to  do  things  much 
beyond  her  strength,  and  if  she  had  been  anywhere 
except  in  a  well-regulated  sanatorium  there  is  not  the 
slightest  doubt  but  what  she  would  have  rapidly  gone 
down  hill,  for  in  addition  to  the  trouble  in  the  chest 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  the  throat.  Wise 
counsel  and  careful  guardianship  gradually  brought 
her  back  to  a  state  of  convalescence  and  ultimately 
to  health.  She  is  now  happily  married  and  has  two 
strong  healthy  children.” 

On  being  asked  this  year,  for  the  later  history  of  this 
case,  Dr.  Griffin  replied:  “This  patient  is  known  by 
persons  with  whom  I  have  just  communicated.  They 
had  heard  further  from  her  at  Christmas  time.  She

A  GRATEFUL  BROTHER 

We  do  not  claim  that  every  patient  after  being  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Sanatorium  is  able  to  live  a  normal 
life  thereafter.  We,  indeed,  wish  that  it  might  be 
true.  We  have  in  mind  one  dear  girl  who  was  only 
17  when  she  came.  She  was  a  patient  here  for  a  year 
and  a  half  and  the  medical  care  she  received  with  us 
extended  her  life  a  number  of  years.  The  help  that 
Sharon  had  been  to  her  was  not  forgotten. 

Her  brother,  a  business  man  in  Canada,  recently 
Avrote  us  stating  that  he  had  noticed  in  a  Boston  paper 
that  the  Sanatorium  needed  funds  to  make  up  a  deficit 
and  asked  that  Ave  “  Please  accept  the  enclosed  cheque  in 
memory  of  my  sister  .  .  .  who  was  a  patient  in  your 
Sanatorium  some  eighteen  years  ago’7.

We  vrell  remember  the  birthday  party  of  one  little 
girl.  Poor  child,  she  was  being  very  rigorously  con¬ 
fined  to  bed  and  had  small  chance  for  enjoyment,  and 
during  this  unfortunate  period  she  had  a  birthday, 
than  which  there  is  no  more  gala  day,  ordinarily,  for 
children.  Friends  did  as  much  as  they  could  to  en¬ 
liven  the  affair.  They  sent  her  ribbons,  pictures  and  a 
bit  of  cake,  also  a  finger  ring.  This  greatly  delighted 
her  heart  and  also  created  envy  in  the  heart  of  her 
smaller  sister,  Avho  had  come  to  visit  her.  This  smaller 
one,  from  her  great  envy,  finally  said,  “7  should  not 
care ,  if  I  could  have  a  ribbon  and  a  doll  and  a  finger 
ring,  if  I  did  have  ‘it’  on  the  lungs.”

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SHARON  SANATORIUM 


Article  I. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  those  persons  signing  the  articles 
of  association  and  of  such  persons  as  they  or  their  successors  shall  elect  to 
be  members. 

Article  II. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  December  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city  of 
Boston  as  the  President,  or  in  default  of  appointment  by  him  the  Secretary 
may  appoint,  and  notice  of  the  said  meeting  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at 
least  seven  days  before  the  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  by  the  President  or 
Secretary  by  three  days’  notice  in  writing. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

Article  III. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  directors  at  large,  who  shall 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.  The 
said  officers  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  subject  to  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  members  at  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Article  IV. 


The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures  which  they 
may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests 
to  the  Corporation;  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation  by  such  com¬ 
pacts  and  engagements  as  they  may  deem  advantageous;  to  appoint  from 
time  to  time  such  agents  or  committees  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  attend 
to  the  practical  details  of  the  working  of  the  hospital  or  to  oversee  and 
superintend  the  same;  to  appoint  or  engage  the  physicians,  surgeons, 
matrons,  attendants,  and  servants  employed  in  the  hospital  and  define  their 
duties;  and  this  power  they  may  delegate  to  any  of  the  committees  above 
referred  to,  if  they  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  up  to  the  limit 
in  numbers  authorized  by  these  By-Laws. 

Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

There  shall  be  meetings  of  the  Directors  quarterly,  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
day  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Directors  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary. 

Article  V. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and 
Directors.  In  his  absence  a  President'  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Article  VI. 


The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  deeds, 
and  securities  of  the  Corporation,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  any  committee  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
pay  no  moneys  but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  their  committees. 

Article  VII. 


The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose;  she  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  as  is 
provided  in  Article  II,  and  of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Article  VIII. 

The  property  of  this  Corporation  shall  not  be  alienated  nor  shall  any  real 
estate  be  purchased  except  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
D  irectors. 

Article  IX. 


These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  such  meeting.

Location:  In  the  pines  at  Sharon  about  five  minutes  from  the  station  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Sharon  is  about  equally  distant  from 
Boston  and  Providence — 19  miles  from  Boston. 

Terms:  The  price  of  board  and  medical  care  is  $20.00  a  week,  exclusive  of 
laundry. 

The  Grounds:  The  Sanatorium  grounds  cover  120  acres — the  elevation  and 
outlook  are  most  desirable.  Pure  air  is  abundant. 

Food:  No  pains  nor  expense  are  spared  to  provide  the  patients  with  the 
most  nourishing  diet. 


The  Children’s  Pavilion  and  Open  Air  Boarding  School 

Established  in  1918  through  the  generosity  of  friends. 

Object:  To  extend  to  delicate  children,  predisposed  to  tuberculosis,  a 
chance  to  regain  normal  health.  No  active  cases  are  received. 

Capacity:  20  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14  years. 

Location:  On  the  edge  of  the  woods  at  some  distance  from  the  main  build¬ 
ings  of  the  Sanatorium,  a  really  ideal  site. 

Terms:  $15  a  week,  exclusive  of  laundry.  This  includes  board  and  medi¬ 
cal  care  other  than  dental  and  surgical  treatment. 

Studies:  These  are  made  as  flexible  as  possible.  Every  advantage  is  given 
the  individual.  Classes  and  grades,  however,  are  planned  according  to 
the  standard  of  the  best  public  schools,  with  a  view  to  the  pupil’s  keep¬ 
ing  up  with  his  grade. 

Sessions:  The  morning  session  is  devoted  to  upper  grade  work  and  the 
afternoon  session  to  the  lower  grade. 

Leisure  Time:  Handicraft  work,  with  merry  games  and  outings,  are 
under  the  oversight  of  a  well-qualified  teacher. 

Rest  Periods  and  Meals:  These  are  ample  and  are  carefully  attended  to  by 
a  trained  nurse  and  a  dietitian,  with  the  advice  of  the  doctor. 


VISITING  HOURS 

The  visiting  hours  of  either  department  are  from  3  to  5 
p.  m.  daily. 


Important 

The  charges  made  to  patients  of  the  Sanatorium  or  the  Children’s 
Pavilion  do  not  cover  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

While  this  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise,  neither  is  it  a  charity  in  the 
usual  sense,  but,  like  the  privileges  of  our  colleges,  these  are  benefits  which 
self-respecting  families  may  accept.
